‘The farmers who sold their cotton 
through the Farm Bureau Cotton asso­ 
ciation hava already received 24 cants 
a pound for their cotton, and have 
another payment, of two or three 
cants a pound, to be made in the next 
few weeks. 
This will mako 26 or 27 
cents, middling basis; or some $26 to 
885 a bale mora than the man who 
sold laat full. 
“Those who are well informed on 
such matters estimate ihat tha price 
of cotton laat fall was 2 to 6 cents a 
pound hatter than it would "have been 
had tha Bursau not been in the field 
That meam that every bale of cotton 
sold outside of the burea 
brought |10 
or more above what It would have 
brought if the Bureau had not been 
ia operation. 
“This year tha Morgan county mem­ 
bers of the Bureau bought co-opera­ 
tively 644 tons of fertiliser, saving in 
price some $6,000 
Most of this was 
mixed at home according to tha for­ 
mula advised by our county agent, 
which gave a much higher analysis 
that the ready mixed goods bought 
by those not in the bureau. 
“To sum the matter up, 
bureau 
members sold their cotton for $26 or 
better, above the open market, and 
bought fertiliser around $10 a ton 
cheaper than the market.
